Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill

And whereas the provisions of the said 
section 766 of the Municipal Act have 
been duly complied with: 


Now know ye that We do order and 
proclaim that on, from, and after the 
date hereof the following be added to the 
objects, powers, obligations, duties, limita- 
tions, and conditions of the Regional Dis- 
trict of East Kootenay by amending the 
Letters Patent of the regional district as 
follows: 

1. By inserting before paragraph | 
thereof the heading “ Division 1—Consti- 
tution.” 

2. By striking out paragraph 2 thereof 
and substituting the following: — 

“2. The regional district shall com- 
prise all that tract of land hereinafter 
described: Commencing at the south- 
west corner of Lot 4591, Kootenay Land 
District, being a point on the southerly 
boundary of the Province; thence east- 
erly and northerly along the southerly 
and easterly boundaries of said Province 
to the point of intersection of the easterly 
boundary of the Province with the west- 
erly boundary of the watershed of Koote- 
nay River; thence southerly along said 
watershed boundary to the point thereon 
which lies due east of the south-east cor- 
ner of Section 13, Township 23, Range 
18, west of the Sth meridian; thence 
west to said corner; thence westerly 
along the southerly boundaries of Sec- 
tions 13, 14, and 15 to the north-east cor- 
ner of Section 9; thence southerly and 
westerly along the boundaries of Section 
9 to the easterly boundary of Lot 648, 
Kootenay Land District; thence south- 
erly, westerly, and northerly along the 
boundaries of Lot 648 to the southerly 
boundary of Section 9 aforesaid; thence 
westerly along the southerly boundaries 
of Sections 9 and 8, the northerly bound- 
ary of Lot 1109, the southerly boundary 
of Section 8 aforesaid, the northerly 
boundaries of Lots 6658 and 6659, and 
the southerly boundary of Section 7 to 
the south-west corner of Section 7—all 
the sections herein above mentioned 
being in Township 23, Range 18 afore- 
said; thence continuing westerly along 
the southerly boundary of Section 12, 
Township 23, Range 19, to the north-east 
corner of Section 2; thence southerly 
along the easterly boundary of Section 2 
to the south-east corner thereof; thence 
westerly along the southerly boundaries 
of Sections 2, 3, 4, and 5, all in Town- 
ship 23, Range 19, produced to the north- 
erly boundary of the watershed of Buga- 
boo Creek; thence westerly and southerly 
along said boundary to the divide sepa- 
rating the waters flowing easterly into 
Columbia River from those flowing west- 
erly into Duncan River and Kootenay 
Lake; thence southerly along said divide 
and continuing in a general southerly and 
westerly direction along the westerly and 
southerly boundaries of the watershed of 
St. Mary River to the easterly boundary 
of the watershed of Goat River; thence 
southerly along said boundary to the 
point of intersection with the northerly 
boundary of Goatfell Tie Reserve; thence 
easterly along said northerly boundary of 
Goatfell Tie Reserve to the north-east 
corner thereof, being a point on the west- 
erly boundary of Lot 4591, Kootenay 
Land District; thence southerly along 
said westerly boundary of said Lot 4591 
to the south-west corner thereof, being 
the point of commencement.” 

3. By striking out the words “Village 
of Natal and Village of Sparwood ” where 
they appear in clause (a) of paragraph 3, 
and substituting the words “ District of 
Sparwood.” 
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4. By striking out the descriptions of 
Electoral Areas A, B, C, and D in Ap- 
pendix A referred to in clause (b) of 
paragraph 3 and substituting the descrip- 
tions contained in Appendix A attached 
hereto. 

5. By inserting the following as para- 
graph 10 of Division I:— 

“10. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
pursuant to section 783 or 785 of that 
Act which has received third reading at 
a meeting of the Regional Board may be 
adopted at the same meeting, provided 
the motion for adoption receives the 
affirmative vote of the majority of all the 
Directors having among them the ma- 
jority of all the votes. This provision 
applies on and from the date of the in- 
corporation of the regional district.” 

6. By renumbering paragraph 13 of 
the Letters Patent incorporating the re- 
gional district as paragraph 11 of Divi- 
sion I, 

7. By inserting before paragraph 10 of 
the Letters Patent incorporating the re- 
gional district the heading “ Division I.— 
Regional and Community Planning,” and 
renumbering that paragraph as para- 
graph 1. 

8. By inserting before paragraph 11 of 
the Letters Patent incorporating the re- 
gional district the heading “ Division 
Ii].—Contract Services,’ and renumber- 
ing that paragraph as paragraph 1. 

9. By inserting before paragraph 12 of 
the Letters Patent incorporating the re- 
gional district the heading “ Division 
IV.—Local Works and Services,” and 
renumbering that paragraph as para- 
graph 1. 

10. By adding the following as Divi- 
sions V, VI, and VII:— 


“ Division V.i—Home Nursing 


“1. Only Electoral Area C shall par- 
ticipate or share in the costs of the re- 
gional district pursuant to this Division. 

“2. The Regional Board may provide 
for home nursing-care services in Elec- 
toral Area C pursuant to arrangements 
under the home nursing-care service pro- 
gramme of the Health Branch, Depart- 
ment of Health Services and Hospital 
Insurance. 

“3. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be borne by Electoral 
Area C only. 


“ Division VI1.—Urban Renewal 


“4..Only the member municipalities 
of the District of Sparwood, The Corpo- 
ration of the City of Fernie, and Elec- 
toral Area A shall participate or share in 
the costs incurred by the Regional Board 
pursuant to this Division. 


“2. Subject to the provisions of this 
Division, the Regional Board may under- 
take urban renewal projects as provided 
for under the National Housing Act of 
Canada, including any preparatory work 
related thereto, in the District of Spar- 
wood, The Corporation of the City of 
Fernie, and Electoral Area A, or any of 
them, and for this purpose the Regional 
Board may enter into agreements with 
the Central Mortgage & Housing Corpo- 
ration or the Government of the Province 
of British Columbia, or both. 

“3. The regional district’s share for 
projects undertaken pursuant to this Divi- 
sion shall not exceed in the aggregate one 
million dollars. 

“4. The Regional Board may, by by- 
law adopted without the assent of the 
owner-electors, contract debts by borrow- 


ing money or otherwise for the purpose 
of meeting the regional district’s share 
of projects undertaken pursuant to this 
Division. 

“5. The Directors representing the 
District of Sparwood, The Corporation of 
the City of Fernie, and Electoral Area A 
shall constitute a committee of the Board 
to approve the purchase price of land 
acquired and the cost of demolition or 
removing of structures pursuant to any 
urban renewal scheme undertaken pur- 
suant to this Division. 


“ Division VII.—Regional Parks 


“1. The regional district may acquire, 
develop, operate, and maintain regional 
parks, and for this purpose the provisions 
of the Regional Parks Act apply.”
